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ANNOUNCE  PLANS 
FOR  BIG  PROJECT 
ON  MARSH  ISLAND 


Plans  for  the  restoration  of 
5,000  acres  of  lowlands  on  Marsh 
Island  to  rehabilitate  habitats  for 
game  birds  and  fur-bearing 
animals  has  been  announced  by 
Luther  S.  Montgomery,  commis- 
sioner of  the  wildlife  and  fisheries 
department. 

The  project  is  expected  to  get 
under  way  in  early  December  with 
the  construction  of  an  eight-mile 
long  earthen  levee  which  will  be 
used  to  control  the  water  levels  in 
the  Chenier  LaCroix  section  of  the 
island. 

"Through  the  construction  of 
this  levee"  said  Montgomery,  "we 
expect  to  be  able  to  create  new 
ponds  for  the  benefit  of  ducks  and 
geese,  and  to  provide  food  for 
them  by  manipulating  the  waters 
to  the  extent  of  planting  and  re- 
planting vegetation  necessary  to 
their  existence." 

He  expressed  the  opinion  that 
other  wildlife  would  be  benefited 
by  the  erection  of  the  levee  in  that 
it  would  provide  protection  from 
hurricanes  and  tidal  waves. 

"The  recent  hurricane  which 
swept  our  coastal  areas  and  de- 
stroyed thousands  of  muskrats  and 
other  fur-bearing  animals  would 
not  have  caused  such  devastation 
if  the  wildlife  had  been  able  to  get 
on  higher  ground,"  Montgomery 
commented.  "Now,  with  a  shelter 
of  this  type  around,"  he  continued, 
"floods  and  hurricanes  hitting 
Marsh  Island  will  not  be  nearly  so 
destructive  to  our  wildlife." 

The  project  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Ted  O'Neil,  depart- 
ment biologist  assigned  to  coastal 
marsh  management. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  said 
the  levee  would  be  constructed  in 
the  form  of  a  crescent,  running 
parallel  to  the  shoreline,  with  the

Louisiana's  Scrambled  Deer  Season  Gets 
Under  Way  in  Some  Parishes  November  1st 


17  Parishes  Close 
Season  on  Deer,  3 
Take  No  Action 

No  deer  hunting  will  be  permit- 
ted this  year  in  seventeen  Loui- 
siana parishes,  who  have  adopted 
ordinances  to  close  the  season  en- 
tirely within  the  boundaries  of 
their  respective  parishes.  This 
compares  with  twelve  parishes  who 
had  closed  deer  seasons  last  year. 

Three  other  parishes  have  failed 
to  exercise  the  prerogative  given 
them  by  the  Legislature  to  set 
their  own  deer  seasons,  and  have

taken  no  action,  either  to  set  any 
dates  or  to  close  the  season.  These 
three  parishes  are  Acadia,  Jeffer- 
son Davis  and  West  Carroll.  The 
legal  division  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  has  stated  in 
an  informal  opinion,  that  where 
police  juries  fail  to  take  any  action, 
it  might  be  technically  held  that 
there  is  a  closed  season  in  that 
parish.  Last  year  five  police  juries 
did  not  take  any  action. 

The  seventeen  parishes  that 
have  closed  seasons  on  deer  hunt- 
ing are  Allen,  Bienville,  Bossier, 
Caddo,  Caldwell,  Cameron,  Clai- 
borne, Evangelir",  Jackson,  Lafay- 
ette, Lincoln,  Ouachita,  Red  River, 
Richland,  Sabine,  Washington  and 
Webster. 


SUNRISE  AND  SUNSET 
SCHEDULES  AVAILABLE 
FOR  DUCK  HUNTERS 

For  the  convenience  of  those 
contemplating  going  duck  hunt- 
ing this  year,  the  Educational 
Division  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  has  com- 
piled a  handy  schedule  showing 
time  to  start  shooting  and  time 
to  end  shooting  each  day  dur- 
ing the  30-day  season  beginning 
November  18. 

Legal  shooting  hours  this  year 
are  from  sunrise  to  one  hour  be- 
fore sunset. 

Copies  of  this  schedule  can  be 
obtained  from  any  Wildlife  en- 
forcement agent  or  from  the 
Department,  126  Civil  Courts 
Bldg.,  New  Orleans.  Copies 
have  also  been  made  available 
to  all  Louisiana  newspapers. 


License  Sales 
Brisk  as  Season 
Nears  Height 

With  Louisiana's  hunting  season 
rapidly  approaching  its  height, 
sales  of  hunting  licenses  are  re- 
ported to  be  very  brisk  through- 
out the  state,  and  in  some  parishes, 
sales  this  year  are  reported  ahead 
of  last  season  at  the  same  time. 

No  one,  however,  expects  total 
license  sales  this  year,  to  exceed 
or  even  approximate  the  169,652 
resident  licenses  sold  last  season, 
which  broke  all  previous  marks  for 
the  State.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  duck  hunting  which  generally 
attracts  a  large  percentage  of  Loui- 
siana hunters  will  be  very  abbre- 
viated this  year,  and  other  hunt- 
ing, especially  deer,  is  also  cur- 
tailed, due  to  many  parishes  having 
closed  seasons. 


Only  26  Parishes 
Allow  Full  45-Day 
Open  Deer  Season 

For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
Louisiana  has  a  scrambled  season 
on  deer,  its  most  prominent  big 
game,  with  the  result  that  deer 
hunters  will  have  to  be  very  care- 
ful in  checking  the  open  dates  for 
hunting  in  the  various  parishes 
in  order  not  to  violate  the  law. 

It  all  came  about  at  the  1946 
regular  session  of  the  Legislature 
when  the  legislators,  apparently 
unable  to  agree  upon  a  suitable 
date  for  the  hunting  of  deer, 
finally  passed  a  law,  which  became 
known  as  Act  284  of  1946,  giving 
to  the  Police  Jury  of  each  parish 
the  authority  to  fix  their  own  dates, 
provided  the  season  did  not  ex- 
ceed a  maximum  of  45  days  and 
the  dates  fixed  were  between  No- 
vember 1  and  January  10,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Prior  to  that  action  of  the  1946 
Legislature,  Louisiana  had  one 
state-wide  open  deer  season,  for  a 
period  of  47  days,  from  Novem- 
ber 15  through  December  31, 
which  applied  throughout  the  state, 
with  the  exception  of  individual 
action  taken  by  parishes  or  the 
Department  to  close  the  season  in 
such  parishes  where  it  was  deemed 
necessary. 

Under  the  new  law,  it  is  up 
to  each  parish  to  set  their  own 
deer  season  dates,  or  they  can  close 
the  season  entirely  with  approval 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries.  Under  this  law 
parishes  can  have  as  few  open 
dates  as  they  see  fit  or  a  maximum 
of  45,  within  the  dates  of  Novem- 
ber 1  and  January  10.

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N.  O.  PAPER  ASSERTS  FEDERAL

.  Asserting  that  any  comprehen- 
sive offensive  on  the  pollution 
front  can  come  only  with  adequate 
federal  legislation,  the  New  Or- 
leans States  in  a  lead  editorial  in 
its  issue  of  October  6th,  urged  fed- 
eral enforcement  of  antipollution 
regulations. 

Efforts  to  enact  such  federal 
legislation  have  been  under  way  in 
Congress  for  many  years,  and  sev-

issue  on  Page  6  by  Congressman 
Karl  Mundt  of  South  Dakota, 
author  of  a  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act  now  pending  before 
Congress,  which  has  been  gen- 
erally endorsed  by  conservation 
organizations  throughout  the 
nation. 


eral  antipollution  measures  are 
now  pending  and  will  come  up 
again  when  Congress  reconvenes  in 
January. 

The  States  editorial  under  the 
heading,  "Water  Pollution  Needs 
Action",  is  as  follows: 

"New  Orleans  is  of  a  mind  to 
pay  more  attention  to  the  national 
problem  of  water  pollution  these 
days  because  of  flooded  Metairie's 
plight.  Earlier,  interest  was  sharp- 
ened, too,  by  the  million-dollar 
damage  suits  filed  by  sea  food  in- 
terests alleging  widespread  havoc 
caused  by  water  pollution  from 
coastal  oil  operations. 

"Polluted  water  provides  a  triple 
threat.  Foremost  is  the  matter  of 
health.  In  the  second  place,  it  can 
cause  heavy  direct  economic  loss 
as  in  the  case  of  sea  food,  and 
finally,  bad  water  can  ruin  recrea- 


tion grounds  such  as  those  given 
to  swimming  and  fishing. 

"This  city  has  always  had  more 
than  average  interest  in  the  prob- 
lem because  of  its  peculiar  natural 
difficulties  by  way  of  water  supply, 
sewerage  and  drainage  here  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  vast  Mississippi 
basin. 

"Many  instances  of  water  pollu- 
tion on  the  local  level  have  met 
the  public  eye.  Bayou  St.  John 
recently  gave  trouble.  Some  years 
ago  the  pollution  problem  helped 
cause  wholesale  removal  of  the 
bayou's  houseboat  colony.  Health 
authorities  had  to  step  into  the 
picture  not  so  long  ago  in  the  case 
of  lakefront  sanitation  in  the  gen- 
eral area  of  Little  Woods.  West- 
wego  residents  suffered  olfactory 
indignities  from  their  canal  for 
several  years.  Upstate  areas  have 
had  their  difficulties  with  the  pol- 
luting effects  of  industrial  wastes 
and  raw  sewerage  dumped  into 
waterways. 

"Thus,  the  problem  of  water  pol- 
lution is  one  familiar  to  most 
Louisianians.  But  what  most  do  not 
realize  is  how  far  this  state  has 
to  go  in  the  matter  of  clearing 
up  its  worst  sources  of  pollution. 

"The  United  States  public  health 
service  lists  this  state's  needs  as 
136  new  municipal  sewage-treat- 
ment plants  and  expansions  for  six 
existing  plants  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $12,847,000  (1946  cost  basis). 
Facilities  for  treatment  of  indus- 
trial wastes  now  dumped  into  Loui- 
siana waterways  would  cost  $2,- 
460,000  (1942  cost  basis).  For 
the  nation  as  a  whole  the  health 
service  figures  a  need  of  $1,230,- 
188,000  in  municipal  sewage  plants 
alone.  Althogether,  today's  costs 
of  municipal  and  private  facilities 


needed  but  unbuilt  over  the 
countryside  would  exceed  $2,000,- 
000,000. 

Any  comprehensive  offensive 
on  the  pollution  front,  it  is  ap- 
parent, can  come  only  with  ade- 
quate federal  legislation.  The  de- 
ands  are"  louder  for  law  which 
will  bring  federal  cash  and  federal 
enforcement  of  antipollution  regu- 
lations. Three  efforts  at  legislation 
came  to  a  dead  end  in  the  last  10 
years,  but  another  bill  authored  by 
Senators  Barkley  and  Taft  and  al- 
ready passed  by  the  Senate  will 
come  before  the  House  at  next 
year's  session. 

"With  their  vital  interest  in  the 
subject  matter,  Louisiana's  resi- 
dents can  afford  to  give  it  a  long 
look  of  appraisal." 

Natural  Reefs  to 
Be  Open  Nov.  1  for 
Steam  Oysters 

Opening  of  state  owned  oyster 
reefs  for  the  taking  of  oysters  for 
steam  canning  plants  on  Novem-

PLAN  NEW  OYSTER 
LABORATORY  FOR  STATE 

Plans  are  under  way  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  oyster 
laboratory  at  Grand  Pass  to  re- 
place the  one  destroyed  by  the 
hurricane.  The  new  laboratory 
is  expected,  when  completed,  to 
be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  entire 
South.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Department  has  made  arrange- 
ments to  use  the  facilities  of 
the  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Serv- 
ice Laboratory  at  Pensacola, 
Florida,  for  its  oyster  experi- 
ments and  research  work. 


the    Wild   Life    and   Fisheries   De- 
partment. 

These  natural  reefs  located  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River  have  been 
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closed  since  last  May  for  steam 
canning  oysters. 

Due  to  the  grave  emergency  con- 
fronting the  oyster  industry  and 
as  a  conservation  measure,  a  new 
regulation  will  be  put  into  effect 
this  year,  the  Commissioner  stated, 
and  this  has  to  do  with  the  pay- 
ment of  oysters  taken  from  these 
reefs  by  yield  instead  of  by  barrel. 

This  step  is  being  taken,  he 
stated,  to  insure  that  the  seed 
reefs  are  carefuly  conserved,  and 
that  small  oysters  and  shells  be 
replaced  on  the  reefs. 

In  previous  years,  it  was  pointed 
out,  stream  canning  plants  in  Mis- 
sissippi, have  been  paying  for  these 
oysters  by  the  barrel,  which  has 
encouraged  oystermen  to  take  all 
types  of  small  oysters  and  shells 
to  make  up  a  barrel,  while  under 
the  new  regulation,  where  the  oys- 
ters are  to  be  paid  for  on  a  yield 
basis,  only  the  mature  oysters  will 
be  used,  while  the  smaller  ones 
and  the  shells  will  be  replaced  on 
the  reefs.

The  shortest  deer  season  in  the 
state  will  occur  in  DeSoto  Parish 
where  only  three  days,  Decem- 
ber 1,  2,  and  3,  have  been  set  as 
the  open  season.  East  Feliciana 
and  Natchitoches  Parishes  are  tied 
for  second  place  for  distinction 
of  an  abbreviated  deer  season, 
each  having  only  five  open  dates. 
In  East  Feliciana  Parish  the  open 
dates  are  from  November  1  to  No- 
vember 5,  inclusive,  and  in  Natchi- 
toches Parish,  the  open  dates  are 
December  9,  10,  16,  22,  and  23. 
Madison  Parish  has  a  seven-day 
open  season,  the  dates  being  De- 
cember 5,  6,  12,  13,  25,  26,  27. 
Winn  Parish  comes  next  with  a  12- 
day  season  permitting  deer  shoot- 
ing on  November  4,  8,  11,  15,  18, 
22,  25,  29  and  December  2,  6, 
9,  13. 

The  26  parishes  that  have  the 
maximum  deer  shooting  allowed  by 
law — 45  days  are  —  Assumption, 
Avoyelles,  Beauregard,  Calcasieu, 
East  Baton  Rouge,  Iberia,  Iber- 
ville, Jefferson,  Lafourche,  Liv- 
ingston, Orleans,  Pointe  Coupee, 
Rapides,  St.  Charles,  St.  Helena, 
St.  John,  St.  Landry,  St.  Martin, 
St.  Mary,  St.  Tammany,  Terre- 
bonne, Union,  Vernon,  West  Baton 
Rouge,  West  Feliciana.

Parish  Fair  at  Marksville,  October  3-5;  North  Central  Louisiana  Fair  at  Olla,  October  7-11;  Webster- 
Bossier  Fair  at  Minden,  October  8-11;  North  Louisiana  State  Fair  at  Ruston,  October  14-18;  Calcasieu- 
Cameron  Parish  Fair  at  Sulphur,  October  21-25;  Tri-Parish  Fair  at  Eunice,  October  30-31,  Nov.  1-2;  Jeff 
Davis  Parish  Fair  at  Jennings,  November  6-9,  and  the  National  Catholic  Rural  Life  Conference  at  La- 
fayette, November  23-26.

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HEAVY  LOSSES  TO  WILDLIFE  IN  RECENT  HURRICANE 


Oyster  Laboratory 
And  Other  Property 
Destroyed  by  Storm 

Damage  to  property  and  valu- 
able equipment  belonging  to  the 
Department  of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries occurred  during  the  Septem- 
ber hurricane.  Estimated  losses 
are  in  excess  of  $33,000. 

Heaviest  loss  was  sustained 
when  the  Department's  valuable 
oyster  laboratory  at  Grand  Pass 
was  completely  destroyed.  The 
seven-room  frame  structure  and  all 
of  its  biological  equipment,  includ- 
ing some  recently  installed  deli- 
cate testing  apparatus  used  in  oys- 
ter research  was  a  total  loss.  Total 
value  of  the  building  and  labora- 
tory equipment  is  estimated  in 
excess  of  $27,000. 

A  Department  airplane  hanger 
located  at  Chef  Menteur  costing 
nearly  $5,000,  housing  an  Aeronica 
seaplane,  costing  $3,000,  were 
completely  lost  during  the  hurri- 
cane. 

One  practically  new  steelcraft 
boat  used  by  the  Department  in 
oyster  work,  was  damaged. 


Assign  New  Marine 
Biologist  to  Oyster 
Mortality  Research 

The  appointment  of  Robert  M. 
Engle,  University  of  Minnesota 
graduate,  as  a  marine  biologist 
assigned  to  oyster  mortality  re- 
search has  been  announced  by  the 
Department  of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries. 

Engle,  a  native  of  Rochester, 
spent  five  years  in  the  Navy  Medi- 
cal Corps  as  a  research  analyst  in 
tropical  diseases,  and  later,  as  an 
instructor  in  that  subject  at  the 
naval  medical  school  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland. 

Commenting  on  his  appointment, 
Commissioner  Montgomery  said, 
"Mr.  Engle  comes  to  us  with  an 
outstanding  record  in  classroom, 
laboratory  and  field  biological 
study.  His  experience  in  tropical 
disease  research  will  be  of  the  ut- 
most aid  in  tackling  the  problem 
of  oyster  mortality  in  our  Loui- 
siana coastal  waters,  a  problem 
that  has  cost  the  state  millions  of 
dollars  in  revenue  during  the  past 
decade." 

A  former  football  player  at  Min- 
nesota, the  30-year  old  biologist 
spent  the  past  year  studying  for 
his  master's  degree  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Miami,  in  Florida. 

He  will  work  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Malcolm  Owen,

Muskrats  Hard  Hit,

Heavy  losses  to  muskrats  and 
other  game  occurred  during  the 
hurricane  which  hit  the  Louisiana 
coast  in  September,  it  has  been 
revealed  in  a  survey  recently  com- 
pleted by  the  Department  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries.

TRAPPING  SEASON  TO

Louisiana's  1947-48  trapping 
season  will  open  November  20 
for  all  fur  bearing  animals,  ex- 
cept muskrats  and  nutria.  The 
open  season  on  the  latter  two 
species  of  fur  bearers  will  get. 
under    way    December    1. 

parishes,  the  survey  showed,  with 
indications  that  the  loss  in  these 
areas  may  approximate  70  to  80 
percent  of  the  muskrat  crop. 

West  of  Bayou  Lafourche  there 
was  no  damage  and  the  state's 
game  preserves  in  West  Louisiana 
did  not  suffer  at  all  from  the 
effects  of  the  storm.  The  state 
owned  hunting  club,  Pass-a-Loutre, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi 
River,  also  escaped  without  any 
damage. 

Approximately  500  quail  from 
five  weeks  to  sixteen  weeks  old  at 
the  Department's  quail  hatchery  in 
Baton  Rouge,  were  lost,  and  there 
was  some  damage  to  several  out- 
side holding  pens  for  quail.  The 
Department's  quail  hatchery  at 
Laeombe  suffered  even  worse  dam- 
age, with  200  half-grown  quail  de- 
stroyed, as  were  also  600  quail 
chicks  in  brooders  and  700  quail 
eggs  in  incubator. 

A  number  of  small  deer  were 
reported  drown  in  various  sections 
of  the  coastal  area,  but  it  has 
been  difficult  to  obtain  any  accu- 
rate figures  as  to  the  total  loss 
for  this  game.  Wildlife  agents 
rescued  large  numbers  of  fawns 
and  took  care  of  them  until  they 
could  be  released  again.  Hundreds 
of  deer  trapped  by  wire  fences 
in  attempting  to  escape  from 
flooded  areas  were  rescued  by 
agents.

Pilots  Commended 

There  were  so  many  instances 
people  whose  lives  were  saved 
ough  action  of  the  Department's

nes  that  they  cannot  all  be  men- 
led  in  detail.  However,  both 
■nmissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
nery  and  Governor  Jimmie  H. 
pis  received  letters  from  grate- 


ful persons  whose  rescue  were  af- 
fected by  Pilot  Flynn  and  other 
Department  agents. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Howard,  branch 
manager  of  Burroughs  Adding 
Machine  Company,  New  Orleans, 
wrote  Governor  Davis  and  Com- 
missioner Montgomery,  detailing 
his  rescue  with  those  of  two  other 
people  by  Pilot  Flynn.  Mr. 
Howard  stated  that  he,  and  Mr. 
Lawrence  Trahan,  the  keeper  of 
his  fishing  camp,  and  Mrs.  Trahan, 
were  caught  in  the  hurricane  at 
the  camp  located  on  Counter- 
feiters Bayou,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  spend  20  hours  on  the  roof  of 
the  camp  with  water  within  two 
feet  of  the  top. 

"Aviator  Flynn  saw  our  distress 
signals  and  made  a  remarkable 
landing  on  nearby  Lake  Catherine, 
then  taxied  up  the  bayou  to  our 
camp,  and  flew  all  three  of  us  back 
to  New  Orleans.  Mr.  Flynn's  handl- 
ing of  his  plane,  his  courtesy  and 
kindness  to  us,  was  deeply  appre- 
ciated by  all  of  us." 

Another  letter  of  appreciation 
came  from  Mr.  Moise  W.  Dennery, 
New  Orleans  attorney,  who  in  a 
letter  to  Commissioner  Mont- 
gomery, commended  both  Depart- 
ment pilots,  John  Flynn  and  Nat 
Pedro,  for  their  work  during  the 
storm.    His  letter  was  as  follows: 

"I  am  writing  this  letter  as  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Louisiana 
to  commend  your  Department  for 
the  excellent  work  done  by  your 
two  pilots  immediately  after  the 
recent  storm.  I  had  the  privilege 
of  working  with  Mr.  Flynn  and  Mr. 
Pedro,  and  I  can  assure  you  that 
to  my  knowledge  no  one  concerned 
with  the  rescue  work  following  the 
hurricane,  performed  any  greater 
deeds  of  service  than  did  these 
two  men. 

"It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that 
the  press  did  not  see  fit  to  com- 
mend Mr.  Flynn,  Mr.  Pedro  or 
your  Department  on  the  fine  job 
that  they  did  and  are  still  doing, 
and  I  merely  wanted  to  tell  you, 
as  an  interested  observer,  that  the 
State  of  Louisiana  has  reason  to 
be  proud  of  them."

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POLLUTION— A  MEASURE  OF  CIVILIZATION 


By  Hon.  Karl  E.  Mundt 

Member  of  Congress  from 
South  Dakota.  Mr.  Mundt  was 
one  time  National  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Izaak  Walton  League 
of  America  and  in  four  different 
Congresses  he  has  co-sponsored 
legislation  to  correct  pollution. 
One  of  his  measures  once  passed 
the  House  but  was  never  ap- 
proved in  the  Senate.  He  is  cur- 
rently the  author  of  H.  R.  123, 
commonly  known  as  the  Water 
Pollution  Control  Act,  and  he 
believes  there  is  a  reasonably 
good  chance  that  this  legislation 
will  be  approved  by  the  80th 
Congress  before  it  expires  late 
in  1948. 


Next  to  the  weather,  there  has 
probably  been  more  talk  and  less 
action  on  the  subject  of  the  pollu- 
tion problem  than  on  any  other 
problem  which  has  concerned  both 
private  citizens  and  public  officials 
since   the  turn   of  the   century.

vestigated,  and  criticized  but  noth- 
ing— positively  and  completely 
nothing — has  been  done  to  provide 
effective  Federal  controls  to  reduce 
its  menace  or  to  eliminate  its 
sources.  The  time  has  now  come 
when  Congress  as  well  as  our  state 
and  local  authorities  can  ill  afford 
to  postpone  any  longer  taking  con- 
structive and  compulsory  action  to 
correct  the  evils  of  pollution. 

Water  pollution  is  virtually  the 
last  important  uncontrolled,  un- 
regulated, and  unchecked  pagan 
practice  continuing  in  the  United 
States.  We  have  provided  Federal 
protection  for  our  forests;  we  have 
Federal  protection  against  the 
waste  and  misuse   of  our  soil  re-

sources;  we  have  Federal  protec- 
tion for  our  game,  fish,  and  migra- 
tory waterfowl;  we  have  Federal 
protection  against  the  misuse  of 
the  water  flowing  down  our  navig- 
able waters  although  we  do  con- 
spiciously  nothing  to  protect  this 
water  against  the  poisonous 
streams  of  pollution  emptying  into 
them;  we  have  Federal  protection 
against  crime,  fraud,  epidemics 
and  many  other  vices  and  evils 
which  push  out  beyond  the  borders 
of  a  single  state  including  such 
necessary  and  practical  items  as 
protection  against  the  Japanese 
corn  borer  and  the  hoof  and  mouth 
disease.  However,  up  to  this  very 
minute  we  have  done  nothing  effec- 
tive on  a  Federal  scale  to  protect 
the  people  of  America  against  the 
destructive  and  dangerous  results 
of  water  pollution. 

As  a  consequence,  many  of  our 
public  waters  have  become  unfit 
for  either  fish,  animal,  or  human 
life.  They  have  virtually  degener- 
ated into  slow-flowing  cesspools 
bearing  mute  testimony  to  the 
callous  disregard  which  our  civili- 
zation has  paid  to  the  safeguarding 
of    its    public    water    despite    the 


fact  that  water  is  the  most  basic  of 
all  our  natural  resources.  As  Ding 
Darling's  cartoon  in  this  paper  so 
vividly  points  out,  many  of  our 
once  noble  rivers  have  become  ob- 
noxious open  sewers. 

Selfish  industries,  careless  indi- 
viduals, and  indifferent  towns  and 
cities  continue  to  dump  sewage  and 
industrial  wastes  into  the  drinking 
water  of  people  living  down  the 
stream  with  reckless  abandon  and 
with  complete  contempt  for  either 
proper  hygiene,  civilized  human 
behavior,  or  a  decent  consideration 
for  the  rights  of  others.  Voluntary 
steps  to  correct  pollution  have 
failed  dismally  for  more  than  a 
century;  state  laws  and  regula- 
tions alone  have  demonstrated  that 
they  cannot  do  the  job;  the  time 
has  come  when  we  must  have  Fed- 
eral legislation  establishing  mini- 
mum standards  of  water  cleanli- 
ness in  all  the  public  waters  of 
America.  Either  that  or  "America 
the  Beautiful"  will  become  a  mere 
phrase  in  an  historical  reference 
book  instead  of  a  living  reality  for 
each  and  all  to  admire  and  enjoy.

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State  Pollution 
Law  Still  Tied  Up 
In  Federal  Court 

The  Texas  Co.  appealed  to 
the  United  States  supreme  court 
its  suit  for  a  preliminary  injunc- 
tion preventing  the  Louisiana 
stream  control  commission  from 
enforcing  an  order  to  cease  dump- 
ing wastes  into  coastal  waters. 

The  action,  taken  before  three 
federal  judges  in  district  court  in 
Shreveport  after  they  had  signed 
a  judgment  denying  the  prelimi- 
nary injunction  and  setting  aside 
the  temporary  injunction  in  effect 
Spending  a  decision  in  the  case, 
was  followed  by  the  granting  of  a 
temporary  stay  by  the  court. 
,-  The  "stay"  will  have  the  effect 
of  continuing  the  injunction  pend- 
.  ing  a  review  of  the  case  by  the 
nation's  highest  judicial  body,  and 
was  granted  over  strenuous  objec- 
tions by  Robert  Chandler,  Shreve- 
port attorney  and  special  assistant 
to  Attorney  General  Fred  LeBlanc. 
Chandler  maintained  that  the 
temporary  stay  had  the  effect  of 
granting  indirectly  what  the  court, 
through  the  judgment,  had  denied 
directly,  but  the  judges  were 
unanimous  on  granting  both  the 
appeal  and  the  stay. 

On  the  bench  were  Elmo  P. 
Lee,  judge  for  the  United  States 
district  court  of  appeals,  fifth  dis- 
trict; Gaston  L.  Porterie  and  Ben 
C.  Dawkins,  judges  for  the  western 
district  of  Louisiana. 

Representing  the  Texas  Co.  were 
Lawrence  K.  Benson  and  C.  H. 
Blish,  both  of  New  Orleans.

Louisiana  hunters  who  can't  re- 
sist the  temptation  to  "jump"  the 
hunting  season  are  beginning  to 
find  out  that  the  State's  wildlife 
enforcement  agents  are  on  the  job 
and  that  the  policy  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department  to 
strictly  enforce  the  law  isn't  just 
mere  hearsay. 

More  evidence  of  this  fact  and 
further  proof  that  the  State's  wild- 
life enforcement  staff  is  on  the 
job  is  shown  by  the  report  of  Sep- 
tember activities  of  the  Enforce- 
ment Division,  which  shows  that  a 
record  total  of  224  wildlife  con- 
servation violators  were  arrested 
during  the  past  month,  which  com- 
pares with  188  arrests  last  year 
during  the  same  month. 

Of  these  224  arrests,  96  were 
charged  with  hunting  squirrels  be- 
fore the  season  legally  opened  on 
October  1st.  The  arrests  were 
made  in  45  parishes.

points,  or  ends,  curving  in  toward 
the  shore.  Control  gates  made  of 
concrete  or  piling  will  aid  in  the 
raising  or  lowering  of  the  water 
confined  in  the  area,  he  said. 

Wild  Millet,  delta  potato,  smart 
weed,  cocoa,  and  in  the  deeper  sec- 
tions, banana  waterlillies,  will  be 
planted.  From  time  to  time,  the 
water  is  to  be  drained  out  of  the 
area  and  other  duck  and  geese 
foods  planted. 

Other  additions  to  the  project 
will  be  the  planting  of  salt  cedar 
and  willow  trees  on  top  the  levee 
and  a  moat  running  parallel  to  the 
embankment,  the  commissioner  re- 
vealed. 

He  said  the  program  will  be 
financed  through  monies  derived 
from  oil  leases  and  proceeds  from 
sale  of  furs  on  the  island,  which 
is  a  state  game  refuge  under  the 
control  of  the  Department  of  Wild- 
life and  Fisheries.

regulations  as  it  would  be  to  try 
to  protect  our  migratory  ducks  and 
geese  by  suggesting  that  each 
state  pass  its  own  laws  on  hunting 
seasons  and  bag  limits. 

When  you  write  your  public  offi- 
cials (and  if  you  really  want  to 
help  in  this  crusade  to  clean  up 
the  waters  of  America  you  will 
write  them  vigorously  and  often), 
is  it  important  that  you  insist  that 
the  three  minimum  essentials  of 
an  effective  program  of  pollution 
control  be  made  a  basic  part  of 
any  corrective  legislation  which  is 
passed:  (1)  Federal  standards  of 
cleanliness  must  be  established  so 
that  industries  and  communties  of 
enlightened  states  which  control 
pollution  will  not  be  penalized  by 
having  to  compete  with  states 
which  disregard  the  public  interest 


by  permitting  raw  pollutions  to 
dumped  into  streams  without  be 
fit  of  corrective  treatment  (2)  I 
law  which  is  passed  must  out]
